On 22 Nov 2004 R/Sgt. spoke with Officer Cunningham about his weapon, to which he 
related the events that lead to him losing his weapon. Officer Cunningham further 
related that after he reported his weapon missing, he recieved a call from his wife who 
is also a Chicago Police Officer alerting him that she found his weapon behind their 
bathroom toliet. R/Sgt. is submitting a detailed report of this conversation with Officer 
Cunningham (att#8). 

R/Sgt. obtained a copies of Officer Cunnigham's Complimentary and Disciplinary 
histories through the CLEAR data warehouse and lAD (att#9,10,11). 

R/Sgt. at this point is concluding this investigation. 

R/Sgt. believes that this infraction is merely an oversight on the officer's part. Officer 



R/Sgt. feels that Officer Cunningham failed to exercise due diligence in securing his 
duty weapon. 

R/Sgt. believes that Officer Cunningham should have thoroughly searched his 
residence, before reporting for work the following day. His actions placed the on duty 
desk Sergeant in a position that forced him to obtain a Complaint number in order to 
comply with departmental guidelines.
